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This is a decision on the "APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT-POST 
GRANT" filed October 26, 2009, requesting that the patent term adjustment determination for 
the above-identified patent be changed from three hundred twenty-five (325) days to four 
hundred thirty-five (435) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent to 
indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by four hundred 
thirty-four (434) days is GRANTED to the extent indicated herein.
